W ashington. March IO.—For three 
bout s Tie nday the senate had under 
consideration the bill providing for the 
protection of the president and for 
the 
punishm ent 
by 
United 
States 
courts of those who commit assault on 
him. 
Mr. Bacon of Georgia opposed 
the bill and Mr. Hoar of Massachu­ 
setts and Mr. Mason of Illinois sup­ 
ported it. 
Mr. Bacon’s argum ent followed the 
lines of his speech delivered ten days 
ago. 
Mr. Hoar's speech was largely 
legal 
and constitutional. 
He m ain­ 
tained the right of the governm ent to 
protect itself against assaults upon Its 
sovereignty through the president. 
Mr. Mason made an attack upon an­ 
archy and its methods, and 
sharply 
criticised an amendm ent to the bill of­ 
fered by Mr. Bacon. 
Ile denounced it 
as opening the door to special pleading 
for the benefit of assassins of the presi­ 
dent 
This drew Mr. Bacon’s fire. 
He 
considered Mr. Mason’s criticism a per­ 
sonal reflection on him self and resented 
it with heat. 
An explanation by the 
illinois senator cleared 
the atm os­ 
phere. 
Early in the day a lively debate was 
precipitated by the effort of Mr. Raw ­ 
lins of Utah to have printed as a docu­ 
ment some Philippine correspondence. 
Eventually 
the m atter was ordered 
printed as requested. 
The general debate on the river and 
harbor appropriation bill in the house 
was enlivened Tuesday by Mr. Hep­ 
burn of Iowa, who made his annual 
onslaught on the measure.
